REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Another school year has been completed, and in accordance 
with the usual custom, your humble servants respectfully sub- 
mit the following report for your consideration. 

Our schools have been conducted along much the same line 
as last year; three terms of school having been sustained in 
twelve different school-houses; the number of weeks for the 
entire year being twenty-eight. 

Twenty-one teachers have been employed, only four having 
retained their position in the same school for the whole year. 
Fifteen of this number were teachers of experience, some of 
them having rendered faithful service for many terms, while the 
other six entered upon the stage of action for the first time. 

All but six of the list are residents of our town, which fact 
we mention with a degree of pride, esteeming it an honor to 
Barnstead. 

As your representatives we have given thoughtful attention 
to selecting teachers and assigning schools, always endeavoring 
to secure the best available talent, and as a whole our teachers 
have been intelligent, competent and enterprising, laboring 
earnestly for the promotion of those in their charge. 

The amount accomplished and the results attained have been 
very gratifying and it is evident to the careful-observer that the 
standard of our schools is being raised. The successful teach- 


ers of to-day are those who seek all available means of acquir-. 


ing knowledge and mental training necessary to fit them for 
their work. While Barnstead maintains no high school for ad- 
vanced pupils yet we are glad to note that so many of our 
young people have been privileged to attend school within our 
state, namely, at Plymouth, New Hampton, Manchester and 
Pittsfield. }

As we examine the registers it affords us much pleasure to 
find that parents and friends have been frequent visitors in the 
schools thus expressing their interest and sympathy with 
teachers and children. 

Owing to the extra expense to the town incurred by the fresh- 
et last spring we have deferred purchasing new geographies 
which were really necessary and must be obtained before the 
opening of the spring term. 

We have, however, placed upon the desk in each school-room 
a Webster’s Academic Dictionary which supplies a long felt 
need and is gratefully received by teachers and pupils. 

The money raised for repairs was at the disposal of the 
selectmen and has, inour estimation, been judiciously expended. 

In closing we would suggest that you be liberal, as heretofore, 
in appropriating money to repair the school-houses as there is 
much that needs to be done, although several of the houses are 
in good condition. 

The Bickford school-house which is probably the oldest in 
town ought to be entirely remodelled inside. At the Paradea 
new house is essential. ‘The Pittman house needs paint outside, 
while at the Center the house outside is in every way attractive, 
yet inside paint and paper are much needed and there are 
other houses where money could be laid out to advantage. 

In no way can any town better manifest a public spirit than 
by making their school-houses modern and attractive.
